GDANSK. Poland — The Com¬ 
mittee for Social Self-Defense, the 
country's main dissident group 
that pjayed a significant role in the 
founding and functioning of the 
Solidarity union, formally dis¬ 
solved itself Monday. 

The move, which had been ex¬ 
pected, was taken on the grounds 
that the committee's function as a 
yeast for Poland’s democratic rev¬ 
olution was over now that there is 
a mass movement for liberaliza¬ 
tion. 

In recent months the committee, 
known by its acronym of KOR, 
has been inactive. Manv of its 
members have joined Solidarity. 

The formal disbanding was in¬ 
tended to dampen charges from 
the Polish authorities and the Sovi¬ 
et Union that “counterrevolution¬ 
ary” groups are active in the inde¬ 
pendent union. For the powers in 
Moscow and Warsaw, KOR and 
its outspoken adherents are the 
“betes noires” of international 
Communism. 

The announcement of the dis¬ 
banding of the committee came in 
a stirring address to Solidarity’s 
national congress bv Edward Lip- 
inski. the 93-year-old spiritual fa¬ 
ther of the dissident movement. 

It was a moment of supreme tri¬ 
umph for Mr. Lipinski, an eminent 
economist who founded KOR in a 
living room crammed with an¬ 
tiques and high-backed chairs in 
bis apartment in central Warsaw 
on SepL 17, 1976. 

A wizened figure, he moved 
slowly up the steps of the dais and 
barely reached the microphone but 
spoke in a booming voice. He 
seized upon the occasion to read a 
last will and testament of KOR 
and to tell the assembled delegates 
about a different vision of Social¬ 
ism.

WASHINGTON —For an administration that made the 
guerrilla war in El Salvador its first, most heralded anti- 
. Communist cause, the Reagan administration provided a 
decidedly low-key public reception last week for President 
Jose Napoleon Duarte, tbe Salvadoran leader. 

In terms of access, the sturdy, dark-haired veteran Salva¬ 
doran politician had an open door. He saw President 
Reagan, Vice President Bush and Defense Secretary Caspar 
W. Weinberger and was scheduled to have a parting visit 
with Secretary of State Alexander M. Haig Jr. 

But the White House deliberately refrained from staging 
a warm official embrace. There were no formal dinners with 
toasts ringing with political endorsements, no honor guard 
welcome on the South Lnwn of the White House and no 
joint appearance of the two presidents for informal pictures 
to answer questions from while House reporters. Many 
other leaders have enjoyed such courtesies, but the Salva¬ 
doran was left to speak for himself in his encounters with 
reporters. 

New Budget Troubles 

Officially, the explanation was that this was a private 
visit, not an official one, because President Reagan lacked 
the time for afi the protocol and flourish of a formal diplo¬ 
matic call and also because Mr. Duarte himself had sought 
the informal approach, believing that his mission should 
concentrate on presenting his political case to the American 
people on television talk shows, at the National Press Club 
and in Congress. 

But privately senior administration officials acknowledge 
that the White Home, confronted by a new surge of politi¬ 


cal troubles over the budget and arms sales to Saudi Arabia, 
wanted to keep a distance from Mr. Duane in public. The 
president's advisers uneasily recalled the uncomfortable 
echoes of Vietnam touched o'ff last spring by the dispatch of 
a few military instructors to help El Salvador combat the 
leftist guerrillas. 

Moreover, tbe Reagan admini stration has lost its early 
eagerness for a resounding military victory over the Salva-

derail leftist*. The emphasis of U.S. policy has shifted 
toward what Mr. Duarte calls “a political solution.” 

He faces the delicate task of p ollin g the military-civilian 
junta that he heads toward elecuons or some kind of negoti¬ 
ations with the other side. 

A ‘Mixed’ Picture 

Despite his own public assurances that leftist forces in his 
country are weakening, many top U.S. officials are nervous 
about the trends in El Salvador. 

The most favorable official administration assessment is 
that the situation has been “mixed” since tbe Reagan ad¬ 
ministration increased U.S. involvement in El Salvador. 
Some high officials assert thaL politically Mr. Duane has 
become stronger, that the big guerrilla offensives have 
failed, that international opinion is now split, that the mili¬ 
tary situation seesaws and that a long but winnablc struggle 
lies ahead. 

But a more pervasive view is that the situation is bad, 
especially after a wave of attacks by guerrillas in August. 
Roughly'25 percent of the nation's power grid was knocked 


out last month, though most of those power lines have been 
restored. 

“The terrorism has pul Duarte in more of a hole." a sen¬ 
ior official said. “It’s harder to contain and it's disrupting 
the economy and demoralizing people. They’ve been blow¬ 
ing up bridges and power generators. Our real concern is 
that the right, in frustration, may try to lake over.” 

Another fear in Washington’ is that Mr. Duarte, whom 
the administration regards as a genuine “third force” be¬ 
tween the right and the leftist guerrillas, may be assassinat- 
ed. 

Tbe administration has taken comfort from the fact that 
nine Latin American countrio. led by Venezuela and Co¬ 
lombia. denounced the recent move by France and Mexico 
to grant a form of political recognition to the leftist Demo¬ 
cratic Revolutionary Front.

Iraq Says It Has Withdrawn Across River, 


But It Disputes Iranian Claim of Victory

BEIRUT — Iraq said Monday 
that its invasion forces had with¬ 
drawn from the east to the west 
bank of the Karun river in Iran, 
but it said its forces could return if 
□ecessarv. 


Iran reported Sunday that it had 
driven the Iraqis back across the 
strategic river and broken the year¬ 
long siege of the Iranian oil-refin¬ 
ing city of Abadan. 


The Iraqi version of what took 
place was given by a military 
spokesman who was quoted by the 
official Iraqi press agency. INA. 
Abadan was a prime target for the 
Iraqis when the war broke out last 
September. 

Iran said it launched a surprise 
attack Sunday and smashed an 
Iraqi division, killing 600 soldiers 
and capturing 3,000. The report 
said the prisoners of war were 
being taken to Tehran. 


The spokesman acknowledged 
that the Iranians bad recently car¬ 
ried out attacks in which Iraqi 
bridges across the Karun were 
damaged. “This prompted the gen¬ 
eral command to take a decision to 
move the units from east of the 
Karun to west of the river,” the 
statement said. “The enemy and 
others are well aware that we can 
return to any spot we want when 
deployment' there has specific 
aims.”

Report Is Disputed 

The report was dismissed as 
“pure imagina tion and lies” by the 
Iraqi press agency. The spokesman 
said Baghdad's' troops had re¬ 
mained east of the Karun for a 
year “in line with the general plan 
at the tune” and despite Ir anian 
attempts to drive them away. 


Iran claimed to have cleared a 
60-kilometer (36-mile) stretch 
along the east b ank of the Karun, 
north from Abadan to the town of 
Darkhovin. Iran said it had suc¬ 
ceeded in opening the road from 
Abadan to Ahwaz and from Aba¬ 
dan to Bandar Ma'shur. 

Tehran radio, in a broadcast 
monitored Monday, said 1,521 Ira¬ 
qi troops captured during the Ira¬ 
nian attack had been evacuated 
from Abadan. The broadcast also 
said the Iraqi death toll had risen 
10 more than 1,000 since the Fight¬ 
ing started Sunday morning. It 
said Iran had lost 70 men. 


Throughout the war, casualty 
figures have been impossible to 
verify independently and both 


sides have tended to exaggerate 
their gains. 

The Iranian radio report said 
eight Iraqi planes flew over Aba¬ 
dan today, dropping bombs on res¬ 
idential areas of the city, and it 
said Iranian forces shot down 
three fighters and a helicopter. 

Iraq has been pounding Aba¬ 
dan. and especially its giant ofl re¬ 
finery, from three sides since soon 
after the war began. 

In addition to firing from Iraqi 
territory across the Shatt-al-Arab 
waterway on the west side. Iraq's 
forces approached Abadan from 
the north, by capturing the port of 
Khraramshahr, and from the east 
by crossing the Karun. 

But the Iranian defenders of 
Abadan, supplied by sea from the 
south and by air. held out. 

A separate battle report today 
from Iraq said Baghdad’s forces 
had inflicted heavy losses on the 
Iranians in the Abadan area and 
that the air force had shot down 
two enemy fighters there in dashes 
Sunday night and Monday morn¬ 
ing It quoted a general command 
communique as saying that during 
a 24-hour period the. Iraqis had 
lolled 1 IS Iranians against the loss 
of 23 of their own men along the 
front from Abadan north to 
Sosangerd.

NEW ORLEANS — Calling 
crime "an American epidemic." 
President Reagan proposed Mon¬ 
day a sweeping reform program to 
redress "the imbalance between 
rights of the accused and rights of 
the innocent." 

In a speech to the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police. 
Mr. Reagan said today’s criminals 
“for the most pan are not desper¬ 
ate people seeking bread for their 
families. Crime is the way they’ve 
chosen to live.” 

The president went on to say 
that the administration "will sup¬ 
port legislation that permits judges 
to order offenders to make restitu¬ 
tion lo their victims.” 

The speech was one of the 
strongest and most comprehensive 
anti-crime documents delivered by 
a president in recent times. 

“Crime is an American epidemic 
— it takes the lives of 23.000 
Americans, it touches nearly one- 
third of American households and 
it results in at least SS .8 billion in 
financial losses," Mr. Reagan de¬ 
clared. 

He said the war on crime "wtQ 
only be won when an attitude of 
mind and a change of heart takes 
place in America — when certain 
truths take hold again and plant 
their roots deep into our national 
consciousness. Truths like: Right 
and wrong matters; individuals are 
responsible for their actions; retri¬ 
bution should be swift and sure for 
those wbo prey on the innocent." 

Mr. Reagan emphasized the 
need for moral values and decried 
“social thinkers” of the past who 
discuss crime only in terms of 
"disadvantaged childhoods and 
poverty-stricken neighborhoods.” 

Mr. Reagan focused his roeech 
primarily on what he called "ca¬ 
reer criminals,” youthful offenders 
and the impact of drug addiction 
on the crime rate. 

"From these statistics about 
youthful offenders and the impact 
of drug addiction on crime rates a 
portrait emerges — the portrait is 
that of a stark staring face — the 
face of a human predator ... 
nothing in nature is more cruel or 
more aangerous,” be said. 

Program Outlined 

He outlined areas where the 
U.S. government can assist local 
law enforcement officers in the 
fight against crime, saying that he 
and his administration will:

Hall on the Track to Namibia 


Does the Reagan a dminis tration mean it? 
Will South Africa heed it? Can black Africa 
buy it? What a remarkable coup for U.S. di¬ 
plomacy if the answer to all three of these 
questions turns out to be yes. For those are 
the big questions raised by the new plan to 
gram acceptable independence to the huge 
tenitory known as Namibia or South-West 
Africa. Long-stalled negotiations would be 
resumed on the basis of fresh ideas for con¬ 
stitutional and security arrangements. 

If it works, a war would end, a multiracial 
democracy could take root, black .Africa 
would be calmed and neighboring .Angola 
could redeem its promise to remove Cuban 
and Soviet forces. If it fails, there is risk of 
widened violence in southern .Africa, leading 
to what the Reagan team hopes to avert: a 
great Soviet-bloc influence. 

This is not the first time South Africa has 
agreed to a Western-sponsored plan for 
granting true independence to a colony it has 
ruled illegally since 1966. A prior agreement 
evaporated last year, presumably because 
Pretoria guessed that the incoming Reagan 
team would not press the issue. So confident 
was South Africa of Washington’s indul¬ 
gence that it loosed tanks and planes against 
N ami bian guerrilla camps in Angola — and 
was shielded from United Nations condem¬ 
nation by a U.S. veto. 


Despite appearances, though, the Reagan 
administration insists that it favors a settle¬ 
ment along lines defined with its partners, 
Britain, France. West Germany and Canada. 
Wisely, it has stopped talking about requir¬ 
ing an advance pullout of Cubans from An¬ 
gola. And it has somehow cajoled South Afri¬ 
ca into accepting a new timetable, provided 
Namibia's white minority obtains a bill of 
rights. 

Providing such rights should not be impos¬ 
sible. Altered election arrangements also 
seem feasible. A harder task is proving to 
black Africa that South Africa is at last bar¬ 
gaining in good faith. 

It should be clear in a month whether An¬ 
gola can agree to any thin g like the revised 
formula. Perversely, those hopes are blotted 
by an administration campaign to repeal the 
Clark Amendment, which bars military aid 
to anti-Govemment guerrillas in Angola. 

U.S. influence on South Africa may not be 
as great as black Africans believe. But South 
Africa is more likely to heed the nudges of a 
conservative team in Washington — if those 
nudges are deter min ed. President Reagan has 
gone out of his way to conciliate a security- 
obsessed South Africa. 

To redeem LI.S. diplomacy — and princi¬ 
ples — he needs now to deliver on Namibia.

Sneering at Camp David 


Israel offered a new w rinkl e as its Camp 
David talks with Egypt on Palestinian auton¬ 
omy resumed the other day. The idea is to 
replace the military government of the terri¬ 
tories Israel occupied in 1967 with an Israeli 
civilian administration reporting to the min¬ 
ister of defense. The plan’s author. Defense 
Minister Ariel Sharon, evidently sees it as a 
sort of halfway house to Palestinian self-rule. 
The plan’s critics see it as a front for the 
creeping annexation that the Begin govern¬ 
ment acknowledges is its real purpose — a 
wrinkle on a familiar face. 

Given the success of negotiation as an in¬ 
strument of peacekeeping in the Middle East 
in recent years, a new arrival from Mars 
might wonder why the resumption of this 
round has been greeted with such universal 
skepticism, apart from the somewhat forced 
enthusiasm of the Israeli government and 
some Egyptians. The explanation is, of 
course, that the topic now on the table, the 
Palestinian question, is different and harder. 
Deciding early — without testing it — that 
Camp David was a snare, the Pales tinians 
and their friends have concentrated on de¬ 
stroying it and for cing its sponsor, the Unit¬ 
ed States, to come up with another answer. 
Many people would say that by their boycott 
the Palestinians have destroyed at least that 
part of Camp David per taining to them. But 


they have quite failed to get the United 
States to come up with something else. 

What are the chances of that? When the 
Reagan administration talks about the 
Mideast, its emphasis is on military-type se¬ 
curity. with the Arab-Israeli dispute rating 
not much more than a passing glance. At the 
United Nations last week, the secretary of 
state managed to avoid mention of Camp 
David altogether. This troubled some Is¬ 
raelis, who fear the administration may be 
slipping away from the process that is at 
once Israel’s only existing peace channel and 
its best defense against having to tackle the 
Palestinian question seriously (“Don’t pres¬ 
sure us, we're negotiating.”). 

But it ought to trouble Palestinians and 
their supporters, too. For the U.S. alternative 
to Camp David may not be, as they hope, a 
Geneva squeeze on Israel. It could turn out 
to be a quiet derision that the Palestinian 
issue is not only too hard and politically 
unrewarding but not all that urgent, since de¬ 
monstrably the oil-Arab s’ security worries 
are drawing them into ever greater security 
cooperation with Washington anyway. What 
the Palestinian camp might well ponder, in 
short, is whether it is really in its interest to 
sneer at Camp David.

Problems of West German Economy 

Unemployment on a large scale is now be¬ 
coming a permanent feature of the West Ger¬ 
man economy. The safety net of social secur¬ 
ity is coming under strain. As more people 
lose their jobs it becomes progressively more 
difficult to finance the income support mea¬ 
sures which seemed essential to avoid social 
unrest in the days when full employment was 
taken for granted. 

These pressures will grow as the unem¬ 


ployment gets worse. Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt has linked the austerity budget with 
the need to cut public borrowing and thus 
reduce interest rates. 

It is Japan, not West Germany, which is 
poised to dominate the third industrial revo¬ 
lution of electronics and robot-based indus¬ 
tries. Carrying through the changes needed 
to catch up with the lead which the Japanese 
have already built will strain the West Ger¬ 
man economy to the limit.

TOKYO — A Reagan adminis¬ 
tration bid to get Japan to transfer 
mflilaiy-related technology to the 
United States has toadied off a 
sharp debate in government circles 
here on the wisdom of selling the 
country’s industrial secrets to its 
major economic rival. 

In Tokyo for comprehensive 
talks with'Japanese officials, the 
U-S. deputy defense secretary* 
Frank C. Carlucri, said Monday. 
“We intend to pursue a policy of 
encouraging a rational division of 
labor” in the military technology 
sphere. Discussions with the Japa¬ 
nese were still at the “initial 
stage," he said, but “progressing 
very well." 

Japanese officials and defense 
analysis, however, suggested that 
Japan’s powerful Ministry of In¬ 
ternational Trade and Industry has 
strongly objected to the U.S. over¬ 
ture on the grounds that it would 
pull the plug on highly classified 
advanced electronics and laser 
know-how the United States is 
thought to want. 

Tokyo's ultimate action on the 
request is important because it 
comes at a time when U.S. officials 
remain determined to get Japan to 
shoulder an increasingly greater 
burden for its own defense to help 
offset U.S. military commitments 
in the Pacific. 

Faced. with huge government 
deficits, Tokyo has backed away 
from substantially boosting its 
arms spending, citing the scarcity 
of public funds and the lack of a 
>ular mandate for an expanded 
litary role. 



The idea of helping to meet de¬ 
mands for more burden sharing bv 
supplying the United States with 
defense-related technology has ap¬ 
pealed to many top Japanese offi¬ 
cials. sources in Tokyo said, as a 
means to demonstrate Japan's 
good faith and ease friction be¬ 
tween the two countries over mili¬ 
tary issues.

Japanese Workers 
Win Cancer Suit

TOKYO ‘— A district court 
Monday ordered a chemical com¬ 
pany to pay the equivalent of $4.4 
million in compensation to work¬ 
ers who contracted cancer and 
other diseases after handling a tox¬ 
ic substance for the firm. 

The court, in ruling against Nip¬ 
pon Chemical Industries of Tokyo, 
said there was a dear connection 
between exposure to the chemical 
bexavalem chromium and diseases 
of the lung, liver and stomach.. 

It ordered the company to com¬ 
pensate the families of 24 deceased 
workers and 78 sick employees 
who had been exposed to the 
chemical through their jobs. The 
verdict was the first in Japan re¬ 
garding pollution from chromium, 
a heavy metal used in dyes, bleach¬ 
ing agents, pharmaceutical syn¬ 
thetics, cosmetics and other chemi¬ 
cal compounds. 


Farm Ministers Fail in Bid 
To Solve EEC Wine Dispute

NEW YORK — A commission 
of leading American Jews has been 
formed, under the dtabnaaship of 
Arthur J. Goldberg, former associ¬ 
ate justice of the Supreme Court, 
to inquire formally into some pain¬ 
ful questions left over from World

“Some scholars have argued that 
neither Ameri can Jews nor the 
U.S. government reacted forcefully 
enough," Mr. Goldberg said. “And 
there are those who argue that they 
did all in their power. There has 
been no definitive study of exactly 
what took place.” 

The commission, made up of 26 
prominent rabbis, jurists and polit¬ 
ical leaders, also hopes to shed 
light an the evolution.of LLS. for¬ 
eign policy. By using, the Freedom 
of Information Act, researchers 
win seek access to government ar¬ 
chives from the 1940s re garding 
what President Franklin D.JLobsc- 
vdt and the State Department 
knew, how soon they knew h and 
what (hey did about it. 

Camp Survivor 

An initial grant of $70,000 has 
been received from Jack P. Eisner, 
a "New York businessman and him¬ 
self a survivor of concentration 
camps. The actual research win be 
done over the next two years at the 
Jack P. Eisner Institute for Holo¬ 
caust Studies, one of three insti¬ 
tutes within the Center for Jewish 
Studies at City UnmasitYs gradu¬ 
ate school. Mr. Eisner helped 
found tiie institute two years ago. 

The panel, known as the Ameri¬ 
can Commission on the Holocaust, 
will seek to answer questions that 
have gained increasing prominence 
in recent years, among mem these: 

• When did America’s Jewish 
leadership learn of the Nazi plan 
to exterminate European Jews, and 
when it they become alarmed 
ahoutrt? 

• Which Jewish groups were ac¬ 
tive on the American scene, and 
what did they do or fail to do 
about the Holocaust? 

• Did influential Jews attempt 
to iinfinwnfte u.S. policy. and what 
effect did they have? 

• Could the persecution of Jews 
have been limited if American 
Jews had shown more concern for 
their fellow Jews in Europe and. ex¬ 
erted their influe nce on Roosevelt 

and on Congress? 

• Were Nazi offers to release 
hundreds of thousands of Jews 
merely a strategem to embarrass 
tiie Allies, or were they neglected 
opportunities to save lives? 

Recently, such questions have 
been the focus of a small explosion 
of doctoral dissertations and such 
books as last year’s “The Terrible 
Secret,” by the historian Walter 
Laqueur. and this year’s “Ameri¬ 
can Jewry and the Holocaust,” by 
the Israeli historian Yehuda Bauer. 

According to the scholar who 
wil] lead the research, Seymour M. 
Finger of the City University's 
graduate school, the study's find¬ 
ings are “potentially embarrass¬ 
ing” to some American Jewish 


groups and are likely to be contro¬ 
versial in any case. 

All concerned agree that the 
subject is of more man historical 
interest. Questions of how to judge 
and act in response to accounts of 
anti-Jewish persecution in Argenti¬ 
na, Iran, the Soviet Union and 
elsewhere are living issues, and 
have become embroiled as well in 
debates over the Reagan adminis¬ 
tration's policies on human ri ghta. 

Timing of Study 

There are evidently several rea¬ 
sons, apart from Mr. Eisner’s 
sponsorship, for embarking on the 
study now. 

“This has been a much mooted 
and argued proposition,” Mr. 
Goldberg said about American 
Jewish responses to the Holocaust 
as the first news of it began to leak 
put of Europe in early 1942: - ‘ 

He added that the study would 
“lei the chips fall where they 
may.” 

Other reasons mentioned by 
participants for doing the research 
included a desire to muminate re¬ 
cent arguments over when to use 
quiet diplomacy and when not; a 
perceived need to instruct Jews 
who may be faced with compara¬ 
ble problems, and ap increasing in¬ 
terest in countering the “obscene 
doctrine,” in one critic’s phrase, 
that the Holocaust never hap¬ 
pened. 

Hyman Bookbinder, a member 
of the President’s Commission on 
the Holocaust — which is not con¬ 
nected with Mr. Goldberg’s group 

— said last week that the question 
“Why wasn't more done?" re¬ 
mained an “agonizing" one for 
American Jews. Mr. Bookbinder is 
the Washington representative of 
the American Jewish Committee. 

Cyma M. Horowitz, the director 
of that committee's extensive li¬ 
brary, added that new university 
centers for Jewish studies, and the 
increasing accessibility of archives 
that had previously been sealed, 
had lately encouraged young histo¬ 
rians to reconsider the activities of 
American Jews during World War

BRUSSELS — Efforts to settle 
the French-Italian wine war col¬ 
lapsed Monday at the opening of a 
European Economic Community 
farm ministers meeting dominated 
by angry fights over food. 

In what participants described 
as a tough and harshly worded 
speech in the private’ meeting. 
Farm Minister Giuseppe Bartolo¬ 
mei of Italy accused France of 
“trade terrorism” for blocking 1 
million hectoliters (22 million gal¬ 
lons) of Italian wine at customs 
points. He warned that the EEC 
would be destroyed if the blockage 
continued. 

“It was a fairly effective expo¬ 
sure. of what France has been 
doing in disruption of trade," Brit¬ 
ain's deputy farm minister, Alick 
Buchanan-Smith. said after the 
meeting. “You had a sense around 
the table of a high degree of sup¬ 
port for the Italian position." 

Other participants said the 
French deputy farm minister, An¬ 
dre CeUard, repeated assertions 
that tiie wine would be allowed in 
as soon as proper documents had 
been sent to his government. 

The documents are necessary to 
prove the wine originated in Italy 
and not in a non-EEC country, 
which would be required to pay 
customs duties. Customs officials 
in France say about 10 percent of 
the wine has been let into the 
country. Mr. Bartolomei a gain as¬ 
serted that the documentation re¬ 
quirements are a ruse to keep the 
wine out to protect French wine 
producers. 

Wine growers in France are con¬ 
cerned about less expensive I talian 
wines hurting their business. 

EEC C ommis sion President 
Gaston Thom failed in an attempt 
to get the French and Italian rep¬ 


resentatives to meet privately be¬ 
fore the full ministerial session. 

No new negotiations were 
scheduled, and the next step could 
be for the EEC Commission to ask 
the European Court of Justice to 
order France to unblock the wine. 
Such suits usually take months to 
resolve, and rulings are often ig¬ 
nored by member governments. 

Later, during a debate on prob¬ 
lems of the EEC wine market in 
general, Mr. Bartolomei and his 
top advisers walked out of the 
meeting, participants said. He was 
quoted as saying he would refuse 
to discuss anything to do with 
other EEC wine matters until 
France relaxed its stance on Italian 
imports. 

Demonstrators from several 
countries, including a handful of 
Italian wine growers, gathered out¬ 
side the EEC office building dur¬ 
ing the meeting to lobby for pro¬ 
tection of their produce from for¬ 
eign competition.

In Plot to Kill Gandhi

NEW DELHI — Two young 
men arrested recently on charges 
of conspiring to assassinate Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi were ruled 
eligible for bail by a magistrate 
who said they had been moved to 
New Delhi illegally.

Yutaka Wada. director general 
of the Defense Agency's equip¬ 
ment bureau, said that the Penta¬ 
gon. “wants more of a two-way 
street [The United States] has very 
generously given most of its so¬ 
phisticated equipment to Japan

No Specific Items 

Japanese officials said that their 
U.S. counterparts have yet to 
name specific items, but have 
broadly talked about advanced 
electronics, laser optics and a 
range of state-of-the-art technolo¬ 
gies. The United States, they said, 
is expected to give Japan its shop¬ 
ping list by the end of the year. 

Foreign Ministry officials, 
sources said, plan to deflect criti¬ 
cism of the potential deals by 
pointing out that Japan would still 
be able to reject specific U.S. re¬ 


quests for technology in highly 
sensitive areas on the ground that 
the United States has turned back 
similar Japanese requests in the 
past. 

Any final agreement, Mr. Wada 
said, would only cover defense-re- 
laced systems developed under 
government defense contracts be¬ 
cause, “it would be impossible for 
the government to force the pri¬ 
vate sector to supply technology" 
developed on a purely commercial 
basis. 

Mr. Carlucri was in Tokyo to 
urge the Japanese to make greater 
efforts to expand their military 
role in light of Soviet arms expan¬ 
sion.

L ONDON — Alexander the 
Great is said to have sat down 
and wept after conquering the 
world. Michael Howard^ the Re¬ 
gius Professor of Modern History 
at Oxford University, has reached 
the pinnacle of his career at the 
age of 59, rather later than Alexan¬ 
der did. Yet even as he pours a cup 
of tea and grumbles about the 
calories in chocolate cake, one 
senses the sort of world-weariness 
that Alexander must have felt. It's 
lonely at the top. 

After aO. not many professors 
are chosen by the prime minister 
and appointed by the. queen — in 
fact, less than a dozen in all of 
Britain. Howard's chair, which he 
regards as “an amusing anachron¬ 
ism,” was founded by George 1 in 
1724. The holder of the chair is vir¬ 
tually a British institution. 

Early in 1980, speculation 
abounded as to who would suc¬ 
ceed the a ging Lord Dacre, better 
known as Hugh Trevor-Roper, as 
the keeper of the soul of Britain’s 
history. The Sunday Times ran an 
article on the Eve front-runners for 
the position. When Howard’s ap¬ 
pointment was announced, stu¬ 
dents greeted him in lectures and 
seminars with rounds of applause. 
Though he rejected chapters of 
their theses and never tolerated 
nonsense from any quarter, they 
bad to admire his eloquence, the 
scope of his knowledge, and bis 
ability to share it in a way accessi¬ 
ble to all of them.

He partiemated in the founda¬ 
tion of the International Institute 
for Strategic Affairs in London 
and worked closely with the first 
strategists of the thermonuclear 
age. “Within five years, I was mov¬ 
ing in a kind of international orbit 
which I had never conceived of ex¬ 
isting.” This included attending all 
seven of the Pugwasb conferences, 
the first U-S.-Soviet arms control 
Tallre 

During one of the Pugwasb 
meetings in 1961, Howard sat 
down to read the Times of London 
in the Century Club in New York. 
“The Franco-Prussian War," his 
first major work, bad just been 
published, and he noted with inter¬ 
est that the article he was slamm¬ 
ing was about that war. “I then re¬ 
alized that j( was a review of my 
book, a rave review of my book, 
and had been given star billing .” 

In March of this year, Howard 
gave bis inaugural lecture in a 
Sourish of Oxford pageantry. That 
was his most triumphant hour, but 
he still remembers that day in New 
York as being the happust. 

“The Franco-Prussian War” 
went on to receive prizes and ac¬ 
claim. Howard agrees with critics 
that it was his best work. “It’s aw¬ 
ful that 0061*5 first book should be 
one's best, because it suggests that 
one has steadily deteriorated .since 
then. But h was a marvelous to- 


Strooghold- He mamrains that the 
exploit was.“sheer good luck,” and 
goes on to explain that “anybody 
can be brave in their first action, 
before the rats have started gening 
at you.

After the war. Howard complet¬ 
ed his degree at Oxford, where he 
studied I7th-osntury F-ngUsh con¬ 
stitutional history under Bis prede¬ 
cessor. He then spent a year writ¬ 
ing the history of his regiment, the 
Coldstream Guards, and went on 
to teach at the University of Lon¬ 
don, where he was offered a lec¬ 
tureship in military history. 

This was “a second enormous 
stroke of good luck.” he said, “be¬ 
cause I got in on what was die 
ground floor of a growing racket.” 
Thermonuclear weapons were just 
being invented, drastically chang¬ 
ing the nature of military studies. 

“1 found myself being rung up 
by English industries saying, 
‘What are your views on the hydro¬ 
gen bomb? You are the lecturer in 
military studies.' So rather acci¬

Other books followed, including 
a translation with Peter Paret of 
Clausewitz’s mammoth “On War,” 
considered by Ho war d to have 
been bis most useful work. He is 
currently writing a book on the 
Prussian military thinker for the 
Oxford University Press’s Past 
Masters series, and dreams of be¬ 
ginning a big bock on World War 
L, but complains that the Regius 
professorship is turning him into a 
“university bureaucrat," leaving 
precious little time for teaching 
and writing. 


Qmntessentially British 


Howard’s biography reads Eke 
an index of qumtessentiaDy British 
privileges and honors. He is, how¬ 
ever, “conscious of having been 
brought up in a society which is 
not going to last my time.” He 
does not delude himwlf that Brit¬ 
ain win become great and magnifi¬ 
cent again, nor does he believe that 
his country will decline into a kind 
of chaotic nothingness. 

“I do not think either of these 
will happen. But what one can see 
as an historian is that Britain is at 
the end of an historical-curl which 
reached its apogee m the middle erf 
the 19th century. If one is simply 
thinking of the projection, from the 
past, then the outlook is pretty 
grim. But we obviously are chang¬ 
ing into a very different kind of 
society and it will take us some 
time to be conscious of what our 
new role is." 

When he speaks of this p ainf ul 
transition, H o w ar d once again 
•identifies with the days of yore. He 
bristles at the idea that someone 
tike him, steeped in British tradi¬ 
tion, might serve as a modeL 

“I certainly don’t see myself as 
being an acceptable model for peo¬ 
ple younger than I mb, because I 
so evidently in my manner of 
speech, my accent, aB the rest, be¬ 
long to a class which is no longer 
acceptable and credible as a rulmg 
dim But there is nobody dse who 
is either." 

Politically, Howard has by bis 
own definition moved from center 
left to center right. 

“One does, alas, got more con¬ 
servative as one gets older. But I 
haven’t swung all that fir. I was an 
Attlee [Clement Attlee, Labor Par¬ 
ly leader who became prime minis¬ 
ter in 1945] socialist in the 1940s, 
and am now a Tory wet. I would 
again tike to feel that tbe world has 
changed around me, but I don’t 
think this is so. One does become 
more conscious erf the fragility and 
tbe necessity of preserving the so¬ 
cial value. One becomes more 
skeptical about die possibflties of 
fundamental changes in society or 
in human nature, and I am afraid 
that this sort of hardening of the 
arteries is something which is oc¬ 
curring to me.”

A Producer Surveys Broadway Shakeout

/^AGNES-SUR-MER, France 
— “When you talk about the 
legitimate theater,” said Alexander 
H. Cohen, “there is only one town. 
New York is the thaatff r town.” 

Cohen should know. He’s one of 
the last of the Broadway produc¬ 
ers. An endangered species, if you 
will, because UR theater is not 
what it once was. 

“In the late *20s there were al¬ 
most 100 functioning Broadway 
theaters. Today we're down to 31. 
In cities across tfa country they 
build arenas and hasiwaKaii courts 
and fields where the areas can 
play, but virtually none of them 
have proscenium theaters where 
plays can be produced. There is no 
real subsidy of theater in America. 

_ “Then along cranes a plan to re¬ 
vitalize the New York theater dis¬ 
trict, to bring life back to Times 
Square, but at what cost?

As the recently-published 
1981 editioa of the white paper 
on the economy points out, the 
Japanese economy is in the 
final stage of adjustment to the 
disruptive impacts of the 
second oil crisis. It is steadily, 
if slowly, recovering, with 
domestic prices growing in 
stability and the balance of 
payments improving. It is not 
totally Tree from problem, 
however, as regards the pace of 
inventory adjustment, cor¬ 
porate results and em¬ 
ployment. and the depreciation 
of the yen since early this year 
is posing additional concern for 
the future. 

Exchan g e rate and prices 

The yen's rate against the 
ll & dollar (interbank, spot, 
monthly average of mean 
value) declined 13 per cent 
from 202 in January to 232 in 
July. As of August £7, it was 
quoted at 231. Although the 
Japanese currency will be 
beaded far appreciation as a 
trend in the future on the 
strength of excellent per¬ 
formances of the Japanese 
economy, the trend of the U.S. 
economy and interest rates is 
likely to keep it volatile for the 
tune being. 

The yen's decline accounted 
fair 9.S percentage points of the 
11.3 per cent rise in import 
prices between February 
and July. Despite this, the 
advance of wholesale prices 
during the period was only 2 
per cent, with their level in 
July only l.l per cent ahead of 
a year earlier. The impact of a 
cheaper yen has been limited to 
raw and basic materials 
through higher import prices, 
but it is almost nil on inter¬ 
mediary and finished products 
oa which domestic supply- 
demand balance is still slack. 

As a consequence, consumer 
prices have also been con¬ 
tinuing stable. Exclusive of 
seasonal commodities, they 
rose by a moderate 22 per cent 
between February and July in 
Tokyo's 23 wards. In July their 
advance was 4.1 per cent from a 
year earlier, compared with 
the 5.3 per cent registered 
in the April-June period Ibe 


stability appears likely to stay 
for some time. 

Production 

Production has been sluggish 
due to slumping domestic de¬ 
mand, and its recovery so far 
is very slow. The absence of 
genuine force in production is 
evident from comparison -with 
the level of a year earlier (sea¬ 
sonally adjusted) — down 0.7 
per cent in March, up 0.3 per 
cent in April, down 1.8 per cent 
in May. up 2.6 per cent in June. 
The forecast index pointed to a 
rise of 1.2 per cent inJ uly, only to 
be followed by a drop of 2.1 per 
cent in August. 

The recovery of production is 
slow under the dial impact of 
slow domestic shipment and a 
delay in inventory adjustment 
in industries producing basic 
materials. Producers' finished 
goods inventories fell 0.3 per 
cent in April and 0.1 per cent in 
May, but moved up by 1.3 per 
cent in June. Production ac¬ 
tivities. however, are expected 
to follow a course of moderate 
recovery in the coming months 
as personal consumption is 
beginning to show signs of 
perking up and exports, cen¬ 
tering on electric machinery 
and precision machinery, con¬ 
tinue strong. 

Stirrin g s in domestic demand 

The recent trend of domestic 
demand is characterized by 
recovering personal consump¬ 
tion and growth of business 
capital investment gradually 
losing steam. 

Against the background of 
slowdown of consumer price 
advances, personal con¬ 
sumption is regaining strength 
after a prolonged stagnation 
since spring last year. Real 
consumption expenditures by 
household^ rose 0.8 per cent in 
March over a year earlier and 
kept rising in the following 
months — up 2J5 per cent in 
April and 0.2 per cent in May. 

As for investment, slowdown 
of growth of outlays for plant 
and equipment is notable. Ac¬ 
cording io a survey (as of 
June) by the Economic 
Planning Agency, capital in¬ 
vestment in all industries 


(covering corporations with 
capitalization in excess of ¥ 100 
million) during the first six 
months of this year appears to 
have posted a marginal in¬ 
crease of 0.9 per cent over the 
preceding six months on a sea¬ 
sonally-adjusted basis. The 
siavey, moreover, indicates 
that such investment will likely 
foil by 4.2 per cent in the 
second six months of the year. 

Willingness for such invest¬ 
ment is particularly weak 
among smaller enterprises, 
whose actual capital spendings 
in the first half of this year 
decreased 8.6 per cent from the 
preceding six months, and the 
planned amount for the second 
half represents another drop of 
8.7per cent. 

Orders for machinery (pri¬ 
vate sector, excluding ships 
and the power generation in¬ 
dustry). which indicate the 
level of capita] investment in 
the futire, already declined 9.3 
per cent during January-March 
from the preceding period and 
1.6 per cent in the April-June 
period, both on a seasonally-ad¬ 
justed basis. 

Meanwhile, private housing 
investment is showing only a 
very feeble recovery after 
finally hitting a bottom. New 
housing starts in the April-June 
period were 4.1 per cent below 
the year-before level, which 
represented an improvement 
from a drop of 17.8 per cent in 
the preceding quarter. But this 
was mainly due to a rush of 
housing starts in May aimed at 
dodging tighter building 
standards effected from June. 

Public works investment is 
providing a prop to the 
economy, thanks to the policy 
to speed it up. Treasury dis¬ 
bursements on public worls 
rose 9.2 per cent in the April- 
June period over a year earlier 
and 27.4 per cent in July. 

Continoogs stren g th of exports 

In contrast with generally 
slow domestic demand, exports 
mam tain strong expansion, if 
not as strong as in last year. 
Compared with a year earlier, 
volume of exports on a customs 
clearance basis rose 12.8 per 
cent in the first quarter, 11.6 
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per cent in the second quarter, 
and 15.0 per cent in July. 
Growth of electric and 
precision machinery is par¬ 
ticularly high, while auto¬ 
mobiles remain at last year’s 
level due to voluntary 
restraints after June. 

Despite a weakening of the 
yen in recent months, Japanese 
exporters have not been in a 
hurry to bring down do liar- 
based prices because of their 
confidence in price com¬ 
petitiveness of their products. 

By contrast, imports are 
strikingly stagnant. On a 
customs clearance basis, the 
volume or imports declined 0.6 
per cent in the first quarter, 6.7 
per cent in the second quarter 
and S Jl per cent in July, from a 
year earlier. Crude oil, in par- 
’ticular. felt 8J per cent in the 
first half of this year from a 
year earlier. Lumber also fell 
by a sharp 26.6 per cent 

These trends of foreign trade 
are resulting in a swelling 
trade surplus, which rose from 
a seasonally-adjusted $3,402 
million in the first quarter to 
$5,472 million in the second 
quarter. The seasonally-ad¬ 
justed current account balance 
as a result swang to a hefty 
surplus of $2,028 million in the 
second quarter from a deficit of 
$722 million in the first quarter. 

Money market nnder influence 

of hi g h U.S. interest rates 

The money market is in¬ 
creasingly coming under the 
impact of high interest rates in 
the United States. 

Corporate fund demand lacks 
force due to slowing expansion 
of business capital investment, 
although there is some demand 


for financing of a “backward” 
nature, like production cut¬ 
backs. In addition, the Bank of 
Japan's policy of leaving lend¬ 
ing volumes to the discretion of 
each bank after the second 
quarter is gradually causing a 
feeling of monetary relaxation. 
Under the circumstances, lend¬ 
ing rates had been on a steady 
decline, with the average con¬ 
tracted rates of city banks 
standing at 7.540 per cent at 
July-end, down 0.733 point since 
Lhe start of the year. 

Interest rates, both long- and 
short-term, however, are 
beginning to turn firm under 
the growing influence of high 
interest rates io the United 
States. The market of long¬ 
term government bonds is par¬ 
ticularly depressed under the 
dual impact of past massive 
issuances and high US. in¬ 
terest rates. The yield on the 
secondary market was at 9.17 
per cent as of August 27, more 
than a fuD percentage point 
above the yield on the new issue 
at 7.959 per cent. 

Such market situations 
forced the Ministry of Finance 
to caned flotation of issues 
scheduled for June and July to 
be underwritten by the syn¬ 
dicate comprising commercial 
banks and securities firms. For 
August, the Ministry im¬ 
provised a unique formula of 
private placement of ¥900 
billion worth of 6-year maturity 
bonds with a coupon rate of 8.2 
percent and a yield of 8.287 per 
cent.

I N April of 1977. Leonard Ray TeeL. 

a journalist from Atlanta, traveled 
to Bluffton. S.C., to meet a 65-vear- 
old black woman. Erma Calderon. It 
was a meeting we should all be grate¬ 
ful took place. A brilliant storyteller 
was hooked up with aa equally bril¬ 
liant listener. J She spoke nonstop that 
day,” recalls Teel, “and I stopped to 
buy more tapes for my recorder and 
she filled them, too.” 

For the next four years (through 
tapes, leuers and telephone calls) Teel 
gathered the fragments of Erma Cal¬ 
deron's astounding life and then, with 
great dexterity, transferred them onto 
paper without leaving a fingerprint of 
his own. His lack of marks is a mark 
of excellence. “Erma" is a devastat- 
ingly beautiful book, in every way. 

It is history*, filtered through the 
grief-stricken 'mind of a 5-year-old 
child who weeps over a Georgia chain 
gang . It is social commentary, by an 
adolescent girl who is thrown out of 
Father Divine's church in New York 
for giggling at his pomposity. It is 
high melodrama, as a young bride 
rides out a killer hurricane lashed to a 
tree in the winds. And, highest of pra¬ 
ises. “Erma" is poetry. For all the 
shocking, soulnumbing developments 
in this story of a self-educated black 
woman born near Savannah in 1912. 
-Erma" is full of flowers. Octagon 
soap, spider webs, and dust cloths 
“white as the dripping snow." 

“You know," observes Erma, “God 
moves in mysterious ways and He per¬ 
forms woaaers to behold, and you 
better believe it." But Erma never 
tests the credulity of the reader in ad¬ 
vance of the ploC which rolls with ma¬ 
jestic ease over a great deal of ground. 
Savannah, the Florida Keys. New 
York, Philadelphia, Mexico, and 
Pinckney Island. Ga., where Erma 
finds fulfillment of a deep and lasting 
kind: These are the locales in which 
her destiny unfolds. The wonder is 
that Erma survived to tell the tale. 

For the first nine years of her life, 
Erma knew something of normalcy 
(Southem-black-child variety), as the 
daughter of a hard-working cook in a 
fancy Sav annah club for whiles. Bui 
even then her existence was laced with 
odd. memorable flavors. 

Her older sister VLnnie was clair¬ 
voyant. She could predict things, like 
fires, burglaries, and deaths, including 
her own. Vinnie had a dream, when 
she was 15. that she was lying in a 
coffin with Erma’s new dress on. That 
dream came true, ovemight- 

The day after Vinnie died “my 
mother said to me, she said, "Erma?’ I 
said. ‘Yes, ma’am.’ She said, You love 
your sister, don’t youT I said, Yes 
ma’am I really love my sister. 1 love 
my sister ana I want her to come 
back.’ She says. ‘Will you give her 
your dress and slip?’ ‘Oh no, no way 
uh-uh. I love her, but not that — that 
dress is going to stay for me uncQ I 
can wear it.’ My mother didn’t pay 
any mind. She look my dress and slip 
and she buried her in it —just like 
V inni e said she saw herself in that cof¬ 
fin with that dress and slip on. .And 
I’m glad she did, because I didn’t have 
any sense then." Erma was 6. Sense 
was on its way. 

Out on the Streets 

The following year Erma’s mother 
got cancer and the family (Including a 
younger sister) was grudgingly taken 
in by her Aunt Ida. an early villain in 
the book.

Erma was grief-stricken 
but powerless to get the baby back. 
“Those days.” said Erma, “if you were 
bom black, you were cursed' the day 
you were born.” 

Advancing Justice 

Yet the heart of this book does not 
lie in the calamities survived, although 
there is a certain "terrible beauty”"in 
the advancing justice that inevitably 
catches up with various evildoers who 
crisscross Erma's life. But Erma’s 
taste for revenge consistently gave 
way to compassion in Lhe presence of • 
pain, even with Aunt Ida. whom Erma 
tracked down in New York, for the 
express purpose of giving her a piece 
of her mind.

care of that pan." 

“She weighed about SO pounds,” re¬ 
calls Erma, “and she staned to cry. 
.And I just stood there for about, oh/a 
second. 1 think, and all the meanness 
and the hate that 1 had in my heart for 
all these years, it just melted away." 

Aunt l'da died in Erma’s arms, not 
the first to do so. and not the last. For 
the Jailer pan of her life, she lived 
among the genieeL very rich on Pinck¬ 
ney Island, Ga. "I’ll "tell you some¬ 
thing. If you don't know iu i do. Rich 
people — they have a circle around 
them and they don't associate with 
anybody else.” But it was on Pinckney 
Island (sanctuary for the Rockefell¬ 
ers. Knopfs, and her employers, the 
Barkers) that Erma's deepest wounds 
were filled with balm. 

“f don’t t hink anybody in the world 
had ever been told "that ‘1 love you’ as 
much as (Mrs. Barker] told me. And 
one day when she was so sick she held 
her little arms out to me. she says, 
‘My daughter/ 

"I said, 'Mrs. Barker, Cecily’s all 
the way in California.’ 

“‘Uh-uh, I'm talking about my. 
daughter — you! You're my daugh¬ 
ter/ 

“That’s the first lime she said that I 
was her daughter. Well, you know 
how 1 felt! 1 just went to pieces.” 

When Mrs. Barker died her last 
words were to Erma. "1 went to the 
side of the bed, and she put her arms 
around me and I put my arms around 
her and she says lo me, so weak she 
could hardly talk, ’Sing.' 1 don’t know 
where God" gave me the strength to 
sing that, to sing iu but I sang u. All 
the children — when 1 got through 
everbody was crying. But where I got 
the strength to sing that song to her — 
‘How Great Thou .An’ — 1 don’t . 
know! But I sang it.” 

It is difficult to imagine who could 
read Erma’s story without suffering 
an involuntary enlargement of the 
heart, which is what suffering tends to 
produce under lhe right circum¬ 
stances. The right circumstances are 
all here. Erma is. too. She now lives in 
Bluffton. S.C.. with her second hus¬ 
band. Tony. 

At first. Erma resisted marriage. “I 
said. T can't marry you because 
there’s too much difference in our age 
Tony/ 

"... he wouldn't take no for an 
answer. 

"But it worked out all right. So 
far/'

PEKING — It began on an overcast and blustery 
rooming in the shadow of the cavernous Mao Tse¬ 
tting mausoleum. It ended in the warm sunny after¬ 
noon directly across from his gazing visage. 

Tens of thousands of people lined the perimeter 
of Tienanmen Square. Those that surged forward to 
get a better look were shoved back by white-jacket¬ 
ed police. Huge red balloons drifted overhead, and 
banners fluttered in the breeze. 

It was not the scene of a giant political rally, but 
the first international marathon ever held in the 
capital. And if the Great Helmsman's omnipres¬ 
ence is fading, it still win be said that he knew 
something of the loneliness of the long-distance 
runner. 

Scandinavians Lead the Way. 

The marathoners came from a dozen countries. 
When Sunday's race was over, Scandinavians had 
f i n is h ed one-two, followed by two North Koreans. 
The best Chinese crossed tbe line 15th. 

This race was not in the mold of the famed Bos¬ 
ton Marathon, where the masses run and the few 
watch. Here, the few run and the watch. 


Allowing a mass-participation marathon race 
here would have its logistical problems. Hundreds 
of thousands, perhaps a million all told, lined the 
route — twice around Tienanmen Square (2 kilome¬ 
ters per loop) and then straight and flat along 
Changan (Long Peace) Avenue, past Zhong Nan 
HaL, the Chinese Kre mlin, past Xidan Democracy 
Walt (now plastered with advertisements instead of. 
political posters), to the foothills of the western 
hills and back. Forming thicker knots at main inter¬ 
sections, throngs lined the entire way. Only at one 
or two spots did the crush of people thin out. 

Hanging out of buildings, peering through the 
branches of trees, clin gin g to the scaffolding of 
uewly-painted political billboards, people whistled 
and clapped for passing runners. But only politely. 

The muted cacaphony was complemented by cy¬ 
clists riding alongside, ringing their bells. 

The relatively subdued reaction of the crowds 
can perhaps be explained by the fact that no one — 
other than journalists and officials — had access lo 
programs. And although there were only 75 
runners, two-thirds of them Chinese, it wasn't al¬ 
ways easy to distinguish the country they were com¬ 
peting for. 

In any event, who finished where and in what 


time is secondary to the way in which this event was 
staged and to China's desperate attempts to leap 
into the center of tbe international sporting world 
after years of self-isolation. 

It also poinLs out the incongruity of recent at¬ 
tacks on bourgeois liberalism. 

And Affluence for All 

Sanctioned by the International Amateur Athlet¬ 
ic Federation, tbe marathon was organized by the 
Chinese Athletic Association and sponsored prima¬ 
rily by Suntory Ltd., a Japanese liquor company 
whose motto is “contribution to the creation of 
more affluent society.” This quotation is proudly 
presented in the official program for the marathon.' 

All the Chinese timing officials were decked out 
in designer Le Coq Sponif jump suits. Leading the 
runners was a cavalcade of gleaming white and 
chrome 750cc Honda motorcycles driven by white- 
uniformed, white-gloved and white-helmeied police. 

No Quakers, These 

Flipping his visor and posing proudly for a pic¬ 
ture, one of these outriders quite openly said that 
15 of the motorcycles — a stunning contrast to the 
camouflage-green Soviet-designed clunkers used by 


the People's Liberation Army — were donated by 
Honda. Tbe second Japanese invasion of China is- 
strictly commercial. 

Trailers carrying television equipment that would 
beam the race to units across the counuv followed 
tbe marathoners. From the outset, the Chinese or¬ 
ganizers apologized for their inexperience in han¬ 
dling such an event. But, in the end. it went off 
without a hitch, with a few minor exceptions — 
such as wben a C anadian runner, Bing Ho. a 25- 
year-old student here, found himself at the back of 
the pack. 

Those runners who didn'L reach a certain place 
by a certain lime found that the streets had been 
reopened to traffic and the water stands removed. 
Fortunately for Ho, a convoy of bicyclists guided 
him along.' 

When Ihe crowds were finally let loose from be¬ 
hind the cordons in the square, some rushed over to 
the trophy display. The first prize was a silver tro¬ 
phy in the shape of an animal 's bom; the other 
prizes were cloisonne vases. Other spectators 
rushed straight over to the winner, Kjell ErikstahL 
the tall and lanky Swedish national champion. Un¬ 
abashedly, they demanded his autograph.

Olympic Congress 
Backs Drug Fight

BADEN-BADEN, West Germany — Olympic 
athletes, with Sebastian Coe as their chief spokes¬ 
man, won a pledge Monday that control of drugs 
wifi be tightened up and penalties increased. 

The pledge was included in the final declaration 
of tbe flth Olympic Congress. It is expected to be 
confirmed by the International Olympic Commit¬ 
tee at its session later this week. 

Athletes took part in the discussions for the first 
time. The 30 athletes invited elected Coe as their 
rhar rman, and be was the last of the 135 speakers 
lo address tbe congress, which brings together the 
IOC, the 149 recognized national Olympic com¬ 
mittees and the 26 Olympic sports federations. 

Tbe British track star, the 1,500-meter gold 
medalist in Moscow last year, put the doping 
problem at tbe head of the list of points the ath¬ 
letes wanted to put forward. 

“We call for a life ban on offending athletes," 
Coe said. “We call for a life ban on coaches and 
tbe so-called doctors who administer this evfl." 

Ibis was included in the final declaration, read 
out later by Monique Bedioux, director of the 
IOC. It was approved by acclamation. 

Other points m the declaration were: 

• The Olympic program must reflect more 
closely tbe modem tendencies of sport. 

• Open or professional sport has no place in 
the Olympic Games. 

• Olympic ceremonies, including the use of na¬ 
tional Bags and anthems, should be maintained. 

a The Games should continue to be able to be 
held anywhere in the world.

If we 
find anyone violating them, we 
write a stiff letter telling them that 
if they don’t desist well be very 
upset. It’s actually a form letter 
but they don't know it." 

“And if they ignore the letter?" 

“That's it Toe JusticcDepait- 
meat is not in the business of 
harassing people."

“But surely. Beagle, in spite of 
not wanting to get involved in too 
much litigation, there is something 
you people can And to do. What 
about white-collar crime?” 

“We prefer to settle those cases 
out of court. If a guy makes a mis¬ 
take and promises not to do it 
again, then there is no sense in 
making his life miserable.” 

“What about organized crime?" 

“That’s something else. We 
don’t like organized crime any 
more than anybody else. But we 
have to make sure we’re operating 
within the law when we go after 
those people.

Eugene Atget’s World 

■ 

New Yo rk’s Museum of Modem Art Will Honor 
French Photographer With 4-Part Show

XTEW YORK — It is now just 
li 50 years since it was first 
suggested that an % unsung 
Frenchman named Euge n e Atget 
was one of tbe greatest photogra¬ 
phers who ever lived. 

Among the discoverers of At¬ 
get in the 1920s were three highly 
gifted young American photogra¬ 
phers — Man Ray, Berenice Ab¬ 
bott and Ansd Adams. After see¬ 
ing some of Atget’s work in 
Ray's studio, Abbott sought him 
out, befriended him and took 
so me of the few known photo¬ 
graphs or him- After he died, she 
nmrmgwd to buy the COUtCHtS Of 
his studio, which might otherwise 
have been dispersed or lost. 
“Photographing was as essential 
to Atget," she said in 1929, “as 
flying was to Lindbergh.” 

Adams was categorical, too, in 
his praise. Already in 1931 he 
was saying that “the charm of 
Atget lies not in the mastery of 
the plates and papers of his time, 
nor in tbe quaintness of costume, 
architec tu re and humanity as re¬ 
vealed in his pictures, but in his 
equitable and intimate pant of 
view. . . . Tbe Atget prints are 
direct and emotionally dean re¬ 
cords of a rare and subtle percep¬ 
tion, and represent perhaps the 
earliest expression of true photo¬ 
graphic art" 

This point of view has gained 
an -ever-wider currency over the 
years, but no single exhibition

has given us a complete overview 
of Atget’s achievement. Atget in 
his lifetime made an untold num¬ 
ber of photographs. Thousands 
were bought by Paris museums 

and libraries for their documen¬ 
tary interest (Most of these were 
filed under their subject matter, 
-with no reference to Alget.) Ab¬ 
bott loved the huge collection of 
5,000 prints and 1,000 negatives 
that she had saved from possible 
destruction, but to pot them into 
scholarly order could have taken 
half a lifetime, and meanwhile 
she was a working photographer 
— a very good one — with her 
own vision to puisne. 

In 1968 the Museum of Mod¬ 
em Art in New York was able Vo 
buy the collection. A first sample 
of the hoard went on view in 
1969, but there was no way to 
hurry the wok of dating r collat¬ 
ing and cross-referencing Atget’s 
incessant and multifarious activi¬ 
ty. It has taken John Szaxkowski, 
the museum’s director of the de¬ 
partment of photography, and 
bis colleagues t2 years to prepare 
a four-part retrospective that will 
give us, for the first time, some¬ 
thing akin to The Collected At¬ 
get 

Part one of the series opens at 
the miwwim Thursday. Entitled 
“Old France,” it is devoted to the 
photographs Atget took in the 
countryside (mostly not far from 
'Fads) and in small towns such as 
Provrns, Chaten ay and Auvexs- 
sur-Oise. Parts two, three and 
four—scheduled respectively for 
1982, 1983 and 1984 — are enti¬ 
tled “The Art of Old Paris,” “An- 
deu Regime” and “Modem 
Times." Altogether, this will be 
the biggest eouribiuon devoted to 
the work of a single photogra¬ 
pher that the museum has ever 
mounted. 

Each exhibition will come with 
a book that doubles as a catalog, 
and tbe four volumes will reveal 
for the first tirna the encyclo¬ 
pedic nature of Atget’s ambition. 
For he was not a man who took 
photographs at random or in im¬ 
provisatory style. He wanted to 
record everything, everywhere, 
that spoke for a certain notion of 
France as an ancient civilization 
in which landscape, architecture 
and people lived together in total 
harmony. 


Bora in 1857 in a small town 
near Bordeaux, he was orphaned 
before he could walk. His father 
had been a carriage maker. His 
unde — stationmastar in Bor¬ 
deaux — didn’t know quite what 
to do with him. His family sent ■ 
him to Paris in hopes that he 

would enter the priesthood. He 
learned Greek and Latin, but tbe 
call of the church went 

unanswered. 

At 22, he decided to become 
an actor, put in time at the Con¬ 
servatoire in Paris, and passed 
bus exams. All agreed that he had 
no talent. For 17 years, he eked ' 
oat. a wretched living as a bit 
player in ramshadde touring 


Atget had only one close rela- 
tionship. In Paris in 1886 he met 
an actress named Valentine 
Compagnon, who was 10 or more 
years his senior and came from a 
distinguished theatrical family. 
He took to her and she to him, 
and they lived together until she 
died, 40 years later. (He seems 
never to have photographed her, 
any more than he ever photo¬ 


graphed himself.) 

When it finally became dear, 
in 18S>6, that he would never get 
to be Alfred Lunt to her Lynn 
Fontanne, Atget se tt led in raris 
and cast around for a new career. 
He tried painting, but there also 
be apparently had no gift 
(though it is dear from his pho¬ 
tographs that he had a very good 
eye for tbe pain tings erf others). 
He was 41 years did, and fit fa 
nothing. 

A Certain Notion 

_ But he did have a certain no¬ 
tion of France. He was very intel¬ 
ligent, by nature he was very 
stubborn, and he knew what was 
worth looking at It was as a re- 
coder, an impersonal but all-see¬ 
ing witness, that be decided to 
spend the rest of his life. 

Atget lived up four flights of 
stairs in Montparnasse, and the 
siga on the door said simply, 
“Documents for Artists.” He 
never had an exhibition. He nev¬ 
er sold a print for more than the 
price of a cheap meal, and very 
often he sold them for less. 

By the standards of 

today, Atget was bandy oompe-

tent. What «ingl«t him out was 
the strength and steadiness of his 
feeling. In this matter, as in most 
others, “it takes one to know 
one”: When Walker Evans — 
one of the most w^fehing of all 
photographic recorders — was 
asked toward tbe end of bis life 
what was so special about Atget, 
be said, “Atget was a kind of me¬ 
dium, really. He was like William 
Blake. His work sang like light- 
rang through him.*' 

There is a sense in which Atget 
had no style. His ambition was 
not to seem “brilliant” or 
“unique," but to let the subject 
speak through him. Yet anyone 
who knows the French painting 
of Atget’s day will see parallels 
between Atget and the painters 
who had waked the same ter¬ 
rain. Those silvery back streets in 
tbe Ile-de-France would not have 
presented themselves to Atget in 
quite tbe same way had it not 
been for the paintings of Alfred 
Sisley. If n*iw Monet, Camille 
Pissarro and Georges Seurat had 
not done wonders with the dum¬ 
py silhouette of an isolated hay¬ 
stack, Atget might not have cho¬ 
sen that same subject. 


Atget had a highly developed 
sense of the past. Visitors to the 
Museum of Modem Art will see 
this confirmed a hundred times 
over as Atget ransacks village 
churches for forgotten sculp¬ 
tures, lingers in front of the 
birthplace of Voltaire, probes the 
rained chateau of the Comtes de 
Rohan in ViHquif, and monitors 
tbe gradual decay of a tethered 
boat. In the same way, be was at¬ 
tentive to human activities that 
were dearly on the way out. Just 
as, in tbe 18th century, artists 
kepi track of the ambulant oyster 
sellers, pea hnllers and hawkers 
of rabbit skins who plied their 
trades in the streets of Paris, so 
Atget recoded tbe ragpickers, 
tbe one-person bakeries on 
wheels and tbe street musicians. 

Looking at his prints, we mar¬ 
vel at what Szarkowksi ealic “the 
demeanor of his work —its air of 
rectitude and seriousness — and 
the quality in it of wonder and 
deep affection.” The series of 
shows ax the Museum of Modem 
Art will not be a lesson in pho¬ 
tography.— that we can get from 
others, quite easily — but a les¬ 
son mine.

Sr Edmund Hilbuy has finally 
seen the beautiful Ksuoshung valley 
ou tbe east side of Mount Everest, 
f ulfilling a dream he has had aw# 
he stood at the peak of the world’s 
highest mountain 28 years ago.
